They can be removed at a compar- 
atively small expense, and for this reason 
especially it is resolved to begin the move- 
ment for abolishing all dangerous crossings 
by getting rid of these first. 
Many acci- 


dents have occurred upon those crossings 
some of which are not attended by flag- 
men. 


The Pawuctet street crossing is a se- 


rious obstruction to the development of that 
district, 
Tho street railroad could run its 


ears by that route to the power house were 
it not for this crossing or it could easily 
connect the Broadway line with that on 
Middlesex street but for the obstruction 
offered by this crossing.

would be 


ncuesbary to get tho permission of tho rail- 
road commissioners as well as of the 
eounty commissioners before running cats 
over the ciossing.

The lattei 
stated he reprfeented Hart, Kiupcsbury 
and i''itch, the chief trustees of the second 
mortgage bonds of the New England 
road. They had expected that a full hear 
ing of'the case TvouJd be held in Connecti- 
on I, aa with the exceptions of 18 miles that 
are operated iu Now York, a few miles in 
Rhode I&laud, and not exceeding 50 rnilos 
in Massachusetts, the property of tho 
company 
waa located in 
Connecticut, 


whoso entire length it trnrarsed. It was 
pioper then, he claimed, that a receiver 
should therefore be selected from that por- 
tion of country where the bulk of prop- 
erty lies. 


Jndgo Towusend of Albany, he said, 


had been asked to appoint Hart as re- 
ceivei', who was trustee of the Bnrnell 
mortgage, the foreclosure ol which made 
the New .England, and who had been the 
president ot the road. It wan then found 
that J udge Wallace hud appointed Plutt, 
and that the matter had been continued 
to Jan. 10, when the question of appoint- 
ing a final receiver should be settled. The 
trustees of the second mortgages, he said, 
did not Icnow Mr. TPlatt. They are hi- 
forrned ho is not a railroad man. 
He said 


that writs of attachment amounting to 
8300,000 weru issued against the company 
in Connecticut; that writs were out in 
Boston, and that attempts had been made 
to see the bank account of the company 
in Boston. 


It was ueoesssary that the attachments 


should be prevented; lo further postpone 
the appointment of a receiver would be 
dangerous to interests of bondholders. 


The Other Side ot It. 


Attorney Strout in answering said he 


had been taken wholly by surprise and 
felt that he could not go on at this mo- 
ment. There has been, a period of general 
depression of business and the New Eng- 
land had been xanuble to meet demands. 
It had been crippled by legal proceedings, 
one of which was the petition now pend- 
ing iu tliis city, enjoining the guarantee- 
ing of i/he Providence and Springfield 
bonds, amounting to nearly $>1,000,000. 


In answer to a question of Judge Colt, 


Mr. Strout said the bill presented to and 
acted upoii by Judge Wallace was drawn 
tip iu good faith for and by Theodore P. 
"Ward, a creditor for a very large amount. 
The bill was based upon the insolvency of 
the road and the peril which would fall 
upon the road if the contemplated attach- 
ments were made. 
Continuing, 
Mr. 


Strout spoke of the rivalry that had ex- 
isted between tho New England and the 
Consolidated roads for five years. The 
controllers ot the Consolidated were vovy 
large holders of the second mortgage 
bonds ol tho New England. The New 
England must be guarded from the dau- 
yei which was menacing it through the 
holdiuy of tho^e bonds. That the road 
will not sutler further embarrassment, it 
is necessary to secure efficient operation of 
the property and harmony in connection 
ot directors. With the road properly man- 
aged -vnu protected the interests of all 
mortgage and 
stockholders would be 


guarded. 


Individually he could only present a 


general affidavit, which had not as yet 
been sworn to, but which would be in the 
near future. It only asks that Thofnas 
C. "Phitt, as a disinterested person having 
sufficient knowledge of railroads, be ap- 
pointed receiver. 


Ho believed that things had 
been 


operated iu the interests of Mr. Hart, 
ond ihat it Mr. Hart be appointed he 
would, more or less, be under- the influence 
of the second mortgage bondholders and

At the opening of the afternoon session 


the direct examination of Overseer Smith 
was resumed. 
Witness testified to the 


stopping of the process of paying oil, when 
Mr. Di'mnm was reached. At this time 
witness saw no envelopes on the bench. 

Mr. SmRh said that 
the defendant was starting out to, pay dif- 
ferently than over before, aad he paid-par- 
ticular" attention to what he was doing. 
Witness admitted that no one censured him 
for his conduct wlien the payments were 
being made. The evidence was not ad- 
mitted on the objection of Mr. Richardson. 
During the cross-examination Mr. Burko 
got the witness slightly rattled.

Frederick Shaw, a runner aaed 10 years, 


had heard of the money being taken. 
Molehills had told Him previously that he, 
was. short of money, aucl had borrowed &10 
from him and paid him back $2.75. 
This 


testimony was objected to by Mr. Burke. 
Witness then enumerated a number of 
debts which the, defendant owed to men in 
the shop amounting to perhaps $20. 
On 


the 14th of November, Ilutchins wanted 
witness to borrow S200 for him from his 
uncle. 
Hutchins said he must have it. 


On cross-examination witness said that lie 
did not, know how touch he bad saved up 
as bis father took care of It for him. 
He 


had saved up the §10 for 
Chiistmas. 


Hu tub ins said he needed money for his 
winter coal, etc.. and asked witness if he 
could take tho $10; witness let him have it. 
He bad been told about the defendant's 
other debts, and the court ruled that this 
was not evidence. 


Major Noyes testified that he had heard 


of the loss on the day when the money was 
lost. 
He went there and Hutchins went 


with him where it was lost. Hutchins 
told him that lie had taken out the pack- 
ages and placed them on top of the box, 
and when be came to 122 tie found a pack- 
awe missing. 
Witness asked him why he 


did not tell Mr. Smith about the loss, and 
he replied that Mr. Smith was no Iriend of 
his. 
When witness asked Hulchins who 


was there last, he said he went out before 
Mr. Sherman.

GRADE CROSSINGS. 


Movement for the Benefit of the Pub- 


lic Generally. 


A hearing will he given today at the 


Superior court in Cambridge before Judge 
Dunbar on a petition of the City of Low- 
ell for the appointment of a commission to 
abolish certain grade crossings in this city. 
The crossings which are most strongly ob- 
jected to are those on Pawtucket, George, 
Church and IJoger streets and two cross- 
ings on Lawrence street. 


It is needless to dilate on the benefit to 


the city of removing these dangerous cross- 
ings. They can be removed at a compar- 
atively small expense, and for this reason 
especially it is resolved to begin the move- 
ment for abolishing all dangerous crossings 
by getting rid of these (irst. 
Many acci- 


dents have occurred upon these crossings 
some of which are not attended by flag- 
men. 


The Pawucket street crossing is a se- 


rious obstruction to tbe development of that 
district. The street railroad could run its 
cars by that route to Hie power house were 
it not for this crossing or it could easily 
connect the Broadway line with ihat on 
Middlesex street but for the obstruction 
offered by this crossing. 
It would be 


necessary to get the permission of the rail- 
road commissioners as well as of the 
county commissioners before running cars 
over the crossing. 
The names of tbe commissioners have

The bill was based upon the insolvency of 
the road and the peri! which would fall 
upon tho road it the contemplated attach- 
ments were 
made. 
Continuing, Mr. 


Strout spoke of the rivalry that had ex-. 
isted between the New England and the 
Consolidated roads for tive years. The 
controllers of the Consolidated were very 
large holders oil the second mortgage 
bonds of the New England. The New 
England must be guarded from the dan- 
ger which was menacing it through the 
holding of those bonds. That the roud 
will not sult'ei1 further ombarrasHmeiit, it 
is necessary to secure efficient operation of 
the property and harmonf in connection 
of directors. With the road properly man- 
aged and protected the interests of all 
mortgage and stockholders would be 
guarded, 


Individually he conld only present a 


geueial aflidavit, which had not as yet 
been sworn to, but which would be in the 
near future. It only asks that Thomas 
C. Platt, as a disinterested person having 
snflieieiit knowledge of railroads, be ap- 
pointed receiver. 


He believed that things had 
been 


operated in the interests of Mr. Hurt, 
and that if Mr. Hart be appointed he 
would, more or less, be under the influence 
of the second mortgage bondholders and 
upon their attitude towards the New 
Knglaud it was not necessary to com- 
ment. 
Platt Contingent Wln«. 


Judge Colt said that in this matter he 


labored under 
great 
embarrassment. 


That it was necessary that some person 
be made a receiver was quite apparent; he 
did not see his way clear to appoint either 
of the gentlemen, at present. When one 
court made a certain appointment and 
another court another, it was a matter 
of comity that tho older appointment 
should have prior claim and recognition, 
and under that custom and rule he should 
appoint as receiver Mr. Platt. However, 
he would hear the case further.

The report that a man, Buflering from 


small pox had run away from bis liome on 
Kinsman street, last night, created quite a 
«tir about town this morning, as might 
naturally be expected. 


To have palients sufferins from the 


disease hut confined in isolnled houses was 
)acl enough; but to think of a man afflicted 
with the much dreacied sickness, at large 
'n the community makes one shudder. 


It seems that the board of health "was 


notified last evemngol a ne\v case of small 
pox upon Kinsman street by Officer Pro- 
vencher. The board investigated imme- 
diately, hut could linu no trace of the dis- 
ease. 
Tliis gave rise to the. niuior that 


.he roan had escaped from the house and 
was already at large. Many people bc- 
ievecl it, and to a SUN man this morning 
a man said he had it on the best of author- 
ity that a man having the small pox did 
:un away from his home last evening when 
lie heard that the board of health had been 
notilied. 


Agent ICnapp of the board of health 


spoke as follows to a SUIT reporter: "Last 
night 
TVO received word from the police 


station that a new case of small pox had 
ieen discovered up on Kinsman streot, 
i'be report seemed to be well authen- 
ticated. We went up there and searched 
all around but could find no one there suf- 
ferine: with the disease.

The Other Sltln of It. 


Attorney Strout in answering Raid he 


had been taken wholly by surprise and 
felt that he could not go on at this mo- 
ment. There has been a period oC general 
depression of business and the New Eng- 
land had been unable to meet demands. 
It hftd been crippled by legal proceedings, 
one of which was the petition how pend- 
ing in tliis city, enjoining the guarantee- 
ing of the Providence and Springfield 
bonds, amounting to nearly 61,000,000. 


In answer to a question of Judge Colt, 


Mr. Strout said the bill presented to and 
acted upon by .Tudge Wallace wns drawn 
tip in good fmth for and by Theodore F.

The bill was based upon the insolvency of 
the road and the peril which would fall 
upon the road if the contemplated attach-

Continuing, Mr. 


Strout spoke of the rivalry that had ex- 
isted between the New England and the 
Consolidated roaus for five years. Tho 
controllers of the Consolidated were very 
large holders of the second mortgage 
bonds ol' tho New England. The New 
England must be guarded from the dau- 
ger which was menacing it through the 
holding of those bonds. That the road 
will not suffer further embarrassment, it 
is necessary to secure efficient operation, of 
the property and harmonv in connection 
of directors. With the road properly man- 
aged and protected the interests of all 
mortgage and 
stockholders "would be 


guarded. 


Individually he could only present a 


general a/Iidavit. which kad ojot as yet 
been hworn to, but which would be in the 
near future. It only asks that Thomas 
C. Platt, as a disinterested person having 
Biifucient knowledge of railroads, be ap- 
pointed receiver. 


He believed that things had 
been 


operated in the interests of Mr. Hart, 
and that if Mr. Hart be appointed he 
would, iiiore or less, be uuder the influence 
of the second mortgage bondholders and 
upon their attitude towards the New 
Ungland it was not necessary to com- 
ment. 


risitt Contingent Wins. 


Judge Colt said that in this matter he 


labored 
under 
great 
embarrassment. 


That it was necessary that some person 
be made a receiver was quite apparent; he 
did not see his way clear to appoint either 
nf the iioutlumen at present. _ When one 
tourt made a certain appointment and 
another court another, it was a matter 
of comity that the older appointment 
should have prior cJaim and recognition, 
and under that custom and rule he should 
appoint u« receiver Mr. Platt. However, 
he would hear the case further. 


The Hart faction were much 
disap- 


pointed at the result of the hearing and 
are still wondering how they were side- 
tracked.
